Capt. Owens and his crew 
feel very grateful to the brave Lieutenant for his kindness 
toward them until they were able to get off to the ships, 
which could not get to them for sometime. The Lieutenaut 
and his men are well, and have enjoyed good health all 
winter. I shall never again look at Old Probabilities’s pre 
dictions of the weather but I shall remember Lieut. Ray's 
long winter up here in this cold and dreary Arctic station, 
for I can assure you that it is no sinecure. They stand 
watch night and day, and take observations every other five 
minutes during the 24 hours. But the wind is rising, the ice 
coming in shore, so J must close this hasty letter to fight 
ice.”

G. O. 116, H. Q. A., Sept. 25, 1882. 


1. By direction of the Secretary of War paragraphs 1663 
and 1664 of the Regulations are amended to read as follows : 

1663. The signature to the receipt and the name of the 
person or business firm as entered at the head of an account 
must be literally alike. 

1664. An assignment or a power of attorney executed be 
fore the account or voucher to which it pertains has been 
audited by the accounting officers of the Treasury is not 
sufticient to authorize payment to an assignee or attorney. 
Disbursing ofticers will, therefore, make payments only to, 
and take the receipt of, the party or parties to whom the 
money is due from the United States. When an account is 
presented by an individual who is not known to the disburs- 
ing officer, the latter will require such evidence of identity 
as will secure the Goveriment as well as himself against 


loss.

Y., adverting to Gen. Sherman’s visit this week to that city, 
say: Gen. W. T. Sherman and party arrived in this city at a 
late hour September 25 and took quarters at the Continental 
Hotel. This morning at 10 o'clock the General visited Fort 
Porter and hastily inspected the men and their quarters. 
On bis arrival at the Fort a salute of seventeen guns was 
fired in his honor, After concluding his inspection at Fort 
Porter this morning, Gen. Sherman lurched with Col. Miz- 
ner and then, in company with Gen. Tidbail, of his staff, 
and his daughter, Miss Lizzie Sherman. took un extended 
drive through the city and the Park, returning to tne Con- 
tinental Hotel at 1 p.m. He was there called uvon by a 
number of prominent National Guard officers, including 
Gens. Rogers and Graves. It is understood that prominent 
Buffalonians are to entertain the General at the Buffalo and 
City Clubs. It may not be out of place to suggest that it 
will be a good chance for the citizens of Buffalo to reiterate 
their desire for the maintenance of the garrison at Fort 
Porter. It will be remembered that an expression of this 
kind was given Gen. Sherman at the time of his visit last 
year, and also that he recommended that the station here be 
abolished. As it has not yet been discontinued it seems 
probable that ho experienced a change of mind. It is no 
secret that the gallant General has many social reasons for 
Si oying @ visit to the Queen City, and he will probably be 
more than willing to find official necessity calling him here. 
He will be sure of a warm welcome to-day. 

The correspondent of the New York Herald was much 
exercised in regard to the objects of Gen. Sherman’s visit 
and ascribes it to political motives. He says: Political cir- 
cles are all agog to-night over the visit of Gen. W. T. Sher- 
man, who came here ostensibly to inspect the military 
fortifications. The General was at Fort Niagara yesterday 
and-at Fort Porter to-day. He was accompanied by Miss 
Sherman and Mr. and Mrs. Tidball, After spending the 
forenoon at Fort Porter the party were driven over the city, 
boys the ride very much, the weather being clear and 

racing. They lodged at the Continental Hotel last night, 


rain time. At 3 o’clock they started for Washington. A 
few of the distinguished military men of the city were re- 
ceived by Gen. Sherman, but he was unusually reticent in 
speaking of the object of his visit or of any conclusions that 
he may have formed. It has been generally understood 
here for some time that the military companies stationed af 
Fort Porter were to be ordered elsewhere at an early day, 
but some of the officers are to-night giving it out that several 
more detachments are to be added to the forces now garri- 
soned in this section of the country. Last week the 12th 
regiment was brought here from Arizona. It numbered 
about five hundred men, most of whom had enlisted in this 
State. Another regiment came from the West at the same 
time. They were sent in detachments to Fort Niagara, 
Plattsburg and Madison Barracks, although there is not the 
slightest need of soldiers at these points.

The Press, of Sept. 23, says: Whether the lately discov- 
ered comet has had any influence in the chapter of acci- 
dents which occurred at the fort yesterday, your scribe is 
unable to say.

His posi- 
tion as he fell, between the pommel and seat of the saddle, 
saved him from being crushed, and he escaped with a few 
bruises. Almost at the same moment the horse of a private 
belonging to troop L, 4th Cavalry, while jumping the hur- 
dle, fell, rolling over his rider, and in trying to recover him- 
self the horge stumbled again and fell. Fortunately horse 
aud rider escaped uohurt..... The preliminary practice for 
the coming Division contest closed yesterday.

It was also stated that the Government was 
thoroughly posted on the exact situation at Devil’s Lake and 
would see toit that the rich and splendid locality was not 
appropriated by a few to the exclusion of the many. 





Department of the Platte. -The Omaha Herald, of Sept. 
19, says : The starting of Co. D, 9th Infantry, on the noon 
train for Fort Douglas, Utah, yesterday, coupled with the 
news that Co. F of the same regiment from Sidney was 
ordered to the same fort, was sutlicient to start an absurd 
rumor on the streets yesterday that the Mormons were re- 
sisting the Government in the prosecution of the work of the 
Utah commission, and that the troops were sent out for the 
purpose of maintaining order.

Department of Arizona.—The San Francisco Report of 
September 16, says: The Arizona people have again com- 
menced to hope for better things. Gen, Crook has entirely 
changed the ordering of affairs. He bas broken up the dise 
trict commands and has ordered all post commanders and 
all commanding officers of scouts to report to him in per- 
son. Pack trains are a hvbby of the General. He has 
ordered a diligent inquiry into the subject of the Arizona 
quota, and he will doubtless have very soon an efticient and 
effective transportation, with which he can always be ready 
to proceed against any outbreak. Crook has always 
been successful, and, doubtless will again prove himself the 
right man in the right place, and the most successful Indian 
man of the Army. 

A despatch of Sept. 28 from Tucson says : Gen. Crook and 
his staff are at San Carlos investigating the Indian situation. 
Gen. Crook has expressed his determination to get at the 
bottom of the disaffection wilh which several bands are 
troubled. He has had a grand meeting of a majority of the 
chiefs, and will visit the tribes separately to investigate fully 
the cause of the troubles. The United States Marshal will 
leave to-morrow with the Indian prisoners, who have been 
in custody since the Cibicu outbreak. They will be taken to 
Tucson for the action of the United States Grand Jury 
under orders from the Department of Justiceat Washington. 


THE RUSSIAN NAVY. 

From an article on the Russian Navy it appears that 
the 405 sailing vessels which Russia had in 1855 were 
in 1879 reduced to 26. The first Russian steamer 
armed with guns was built in 1826, and at the outbreak 
of the Crimean war the Russians had in the Black Sea 
8 steam frigates with 55 and 23 smaller steamers with 
108 guns with a total horse-power of 4,418, opposed by 
13 propeller frigates and corvettes and 28 side wheelers, 
carrying 612 guns and of a total horse-power of 10,820. 
After the taking of Sebastopol the Russians had in the 
Black Sea only 12 side wheelers lett, which were of no 
importance for war purposes whatever. In the Baltic 
they had 10 side wheel frigates and 23 smaller steamers 
with a total of 165 guns and 4,612 horse-power, to 
which there were opposed 14 screw propeller sbips, 10 
propeller frigates and corvettes and 17 other steamers 
with 1,627 guns and 17,790 horse-power. At the close 
of 1858 the Russian navy comprised 183 steam vessels 
with 1,198 guns and 21,938 horse-power. 

With the advent of iron-clads, asthe result of the 
Monitor and Merrimac experience in Hampton Roads, 
the vessels on hand were consigned to less important 
roles. The whole energy of the Government and all 
available means were devoted to the creation of an 
iron-clad Navy. The equipment of cruising squadrons 
was decided upon in 1871, partly for political purposes 
and partly for instruction of the personnel, for which 
service 4 corvettes and light clipper vessels were desig- 
nated. For the former the best wooden screw corvettes 
were used to be replaced by new built half iron-clad 
cruisers according to the model of the Great Admiral, 
while the building of new clippers began in 1878. 

Four war cruisers, Zurope, Asia, Africa, and Subi- 








i jaka, were ordered during the late Turkish war in the 


United States. The first attempts at the establishment 
of an iron-clad navy date back as far as 1861. In 1880 
the whole iron-clad fleet of coast defence in the Baltic 
and Black Seas cunsisted of 10 single turret and 8 
double turret monitors, 3 batteries, 2 double turret and 
2 treble turret frigates, and 2 vessels of the Popowken 
model. The fleet for service on the high sea consisted 
at the same time of one double turret vessel, two frig- 
ates, one casemate frigate and three balf iron-clad 


vessels—total 7 vessels.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


cers appointed to ascertain how many of the soft shore berths 
of the Navy can be abolished on the ist of October will fiad 
that nearly one-third (32.91 per cent.) of the officers of the 
Navy and more than one-half (57.14 per cent.) of the officers 
of the Marine Corps are on shore duty or its equivalent. 
This state of affairs is due, not so much to the disinclination 
of officers to sea service, especially on the European stations, 
as to the fact that the Navy Department has not seaworthy 
vessels enough to go around. As officers on shore duty draw 
from 80 to 887 per cent. of the sea pay of their grade, while 
those on leave of absence or waiting orders receive 66 2-3 
cent. of their sea pay, it is not surprising that shore 
rths, with limited work and unlimited soft tack and liber- 
ality, are in extensive demand. The result is that the Navy 
Department and the various Navy-yards and shore stations 
are well supplied with gallant tars who have been stranded 
almost long enough to have lost their sea legs. A complete 
list of the naval soft berth brigade compared with the Navy 
Register, shows that the percentage of officers now on shore 
duty is (omitting fractions) as follows : Admiral, 46 per cent.; 
commodores, 68 per cent.; captains, 58 per cent.; command- 
ers, 42 per cent.; lieutenant-commanders, 35 per cent.; lieu- 
tenants, 29 per cent.; masters, 20 per cent.; ensigns, 9 per 
cent.; midshipmen, 24 per cent.; cadet midshipmen, less 
than 2 per cent.; medical corps, 50 per cent.; pay corps, 40 
cent.; engineer corps, 25 per cent.; chaplains and pro- 
essors, 59 per cent.; naval conctructors and civil engineers, 
96 per cent.; warrant officers, 38 per cent.; mates, 55 per 
cent.”

The Naval Retiring Board 
has not yet been appointed, but it will, in all probability, be 
composed of the members of the above Boards, 
Since the return of Secretary Chandler business at the 
Navy Department has been going on in earnest. He was at 
his office early Wednesday-morning, and began work imme- 
diately upon a large bundle of papers, etc., which accumu- 
lated during his absence which required his attention. He 
received Chief Engineer Melville and spent some hours 
talking over Arctic explorations. Messrs. Nindermann and 
Noros were received on Thursday and warmly greeted. The 
report of the Board to determine the number of officers on 
shore duty necessary for the public interest was submitted 
to him on Wednesday, and is being considered by Commo- 
dore Walker and bimself. What the result will be 
will probably not be known for two or three days. The 
question of organizing the Naval Advisory Board to advise 
and assist the Secretary in matters relating to the designs, 
dels, plane, specifications, and contracts for the two new 
cruising vessels of war authorized by Congress, hes also 
received the attention of Secretary Chandler, and it is more 
than probable that the Board will be appointed during the 
coming week. The appointment of a Court of Inquiry to 
investigate the loss of the Jeannette occupied his attention 
during the afternocn of Thursday and was disposed of. 
The detail is given elsewhere. It can thus be seen that the 
Secretary has not lost any of his business capacity since his 
absence. He has also received many callers, among them a 
number of politicians, since his return. 
Tue small-arm men of the English ships of the China 
squadron in port at Hong Kong, on April 10th, were landed 
for drill on that day, and inspected by the Commander-in 
Chief.

THE ARCTIC SURVIVORS IN WASHINGTON.

The latter was 
selected to make the speech of welcome, and 
after several hearty hand shakings had been 
exchanged between the travellers and their friends, he 
addressed each of the party in his turn: first Chief 
Engineer Melville, next Lieut. Berry and the Messrs. 
Nindemann and Noros, eulogizing each for the service 
he had performed. He said: ‘‘Those who mourn the 
loss of the gallant De Long and his companions, whose 


bodies now lie buried under the snows of an eternal 


winter, may find some consolation in the heroic efforts 
that you made for their rescue, and in the tender and 
universal sympathy that was exhibited forthem through- 
out the whole land. (Applause.) The world knows 
the story. It condoles with those who mourn the lost, 
and heaps honors with no grudging hand upon the sur- 
Vivors.’ 


Chief Engineer Melville replied: *‘I hope we have 
done our whole duty ; done it as well as our assistants 
in this great work have done it.” 

_ Lieutenant Berry then said: “I am glad to have 
taken part in what has been done to accomplish this 
rescue. I started with the intention of rescuing the 
crew of the Jeannette, and to the last gave my entire 
time to that end. My disappointment at the loss of the 
Rodgers was not so great after I learned of her inability 
to aid in the rescue.” 

Following the address the guests were taken charge 
of by the reception committee and escorted through the 
streets in carriages by the militia of the district, headed 
by the full marine band, and friends in carriages, to the 
Ebbitt House. Over the entrance to the hotel hung @ 
banner bearing the words, ‘‘Welcome, Arctic survivors, 
Jeannette and Rodgers.” The party passed to the main 
parlor, where they were warmly welcomed by old 
acquaintances and comrades, after which the guests 
were escorted to their rooms. 

The reception et Masonic Temple at 8.80 in the even- 
ing was even more demonstrative than that at the de- 
pot. The hall was filled to overflowing. The party 
entered at 8.30 sharp, and were escorted to the plat- 
form. Hon. Richard W. Thompson, ex-Secretary of the 
Navy, the orator of the evening, was introduced oy 
Mr. Davis, of the State Department. 

Mr. Thompson was greeted with hearty cheers, as 
also had been Mr. Davis, by the audience. He eulo- 
gized the love and admiration of the Americau people 
for nerve, endurance and energy, the qualities that 
create heroes. He detailed the history of the organiza- 
tion of the Jeannette expedition by Mr. Bennett, and 
the manner in which the details of officers and selection 
of the erew for the vessel were made, and spoke of 
this from his knowledge of the matters as Secretary of 
the Navy when the ship sailed in 1879. Hethen touch- 
ingly spoke of the history of the loss of the Jeannette 
and the painful journey to the bleak shores of Siberia, 
and the snd, pathetic and heroic deaths of De Long and 
his followers. Next he addressed Melville, and 
sketched his work, then he lauded Lieut. Berry for his 
mare across the Siberian wastes to aid his comrades, 
aud last told Nindermann and Noros of the high rank 
they hold in the hearts of the American people for their 
heroic work. ‘The address was frequently interrupted 
by hearty ruunds of applause by the audience, which 
was long continued at mention of the bronzed seamen. 
At the close of the address, the guests were escorted 
tothe floor of the hall in front of the platform by 
Chairman Davis, and the audience, re-enforced by the 
vast throng that poured in from the crowded street, 
passed along and shook bands with the men they came 
to honor. 

Chief Engineer Melville has not been idle during his 
stay at Washington. On Sunday, he in company with 
Lieut. Danenhower, paid a visit to the demented sea- 
man, Jack Cole, of the Jeannette crew, who was 
brought home by Lieut. Danenhower and placed in the 
St. Elizabeth Insane Asylum. The unfortunate sea- 
man recognized the two brave officers, and scemed to 
be delighted to see them. Mr. Melville was at the 
Navy Depurtment and reported his return to Commo- 
dore Walker in the following brief words: ‘“‘ Mr. 
Secretary, I have the honor to report my return, and to 
turn over to you two seamen who have been in my 
charge.” After an hour or more spent with the Acting 
Secretary, Mr. Melville proceeded to the Engineer Bu- 
reau, where he has spent most of the time since in get- 
ting together papers, etc., to be incorporated in 
report. He expects to return to Philadelphia the latter 
part of this week. He spent the evening with Engi- 
neer-in-Chief Shock, on Monday, where he entertained 
parlor full of friends with a graphic description of his 
experiences in Arctic regions, in an unassuming 
manner.

ACCIDENT AT GOVERNOR’S ISLAND. 
A sap accident, resulting in the death of two soldiers 
and the wounding of four others, occurred at Gover- 
nor’s Island on Monday morning while a detachment of 
the garrison (5th Artillery) of Fort Columbus were 
firing a return salute from Castle Williams to the French 
war steamer Minerve which arrived that morning with 
Rear-Admiral Zédé on board, and had saluted our flag 
at Governor’s Island. The firing was conducted under 
the supervision of Lieut. S. F. Massey, 5th U. S. Artil- 
lery. Everythiug was conducted in the usual prompt 
and military style, the guns were properly served, and 
the lieutenant in charge had no reason to suppose any 
danger ut hand. Several guns were fired, and while 
the cartridges were being rammed into guns Nos. 1 and 











8—in the process of reloading—they exploded pre- 
maturely. 

Private Whelan, of Battery A, and Private Maley, of 
Battery H, 5th Artillery, were mortally wounded, the 
latter dying a few minutes after the accident, and the 
former the afternoon of the same day. Private Sidner, 
Battery H, 5th Artillery, had his left fore-arm shot off. 
Private Clunas, Battery A, 5th Art., was also wounded 
severely in the left fore-arm. Corporal Grace, Battery 
A, and Corporal Irwin, Battery H, 5th Artillery, gun- 
ners of the pieces Nos. 1 and 3, were wounded, but 
not dangerously. The commanding officer, Major 
Guenther, and Post Surgeons Janeway and Perley were 
promptly on the spot with hospital appliances, and the 
wounded were carefully and tenderly removed to the 
post hospital, where 91l that skill could do was done in 
their behalf. Amputation has since been successfully 
performed upon Privates Sider and Clunas, and it is 
hoped they will recover, although their condition is 
critical. Corporals Grace and Irwin are doing well. 
Major-General Hancock promptly convened a Board of 
officers, consisting of General H. F. Clarke, General 
Richard Arnold, and Captain Thomas Ward, 1st U. 8. 
Artillery, to make a thorough inquiry into the mat- 
ter, to ascertain the causes of the accident and 
if responsibility rested upon any one in connection with 
it. The report of the Board has not as yet been made 
public, but so far as can be learned from those present 
when the salute was fired, everything was done with 
promptness and precision, and no action on the part of 
the firing party tended to the lamentable result. Various 
theories have been advanced as to the causes of the ac- 
cident. 

One is that the wind, which was blowing a gale di- 
rectly towards the harbor side of the Castle, blew some 
sparks or burning pieces of discharged cartridges into 
the funnel-shaped embrasures and into the mouths of 
guns Nos. 1 and 3. The second theory is that the 
bores of the two guns were moist from the recent pro- 
tracted rainy period, and that each had retained some 
portions of the burning powder or cartridge bags from 
the first firing. The latter theory seems to be the most 
probable, but the official report will doubtless satisfac . 
torily account for the accident. All the officers at the 
post have been unremitting in their attentions to the 
sufferers, and Major Gen. Hancock has made more than 
one visit to them at the hospital. 

The funeral ceremonies of Privates Whelan and 
Maley took place on Governor’s Island on Tuesday af- 
ternoon, September 26, and the remains were after- 
wards interred in the National Cemetery at Cypress 
Hilis. The sad accident has cast great gloom over 
Governor’s Island, but it is satisfactory to be able to 
state that nothing of carelessness or inefficiency has 
been attributed to any one who belonged to the de- 
tachment engaged in firing the salute. 














THE REVENUE MARINE AND THE NAVY. 


WE had neither space nor opportunity last week to 
answer ‘‘ Union Jack,” who replied to our editorial re- 
marks of Sept. 16 on the subject of the consolidation of 
the Revenue Marine and the Navy. 

In the first place, the Revenue Marine was not estab- 
lished before the Navy, as he says. Though the office 
of Secretary of the Navy was not provided for until 
1798, the Navy itself came into being in 1776. The 
Revenue Marine was established in 1793, and reorgan- 
ized in 1799. 

It is doubtless true, as he states, that in the beginning 
the Life-Saving Service did not receive the public recog- 
nition its etficiency required. Life-saving stations were 
established, but no appropriation was made for main- 
taining them, and the service was dependent, like our 
antiquated fire departments, on volunteer effort and 
enthusiasm. Still, there are brilliant deeds recorded of 
those volunteer crews, notably the saving of 201 lives 
from the British ship Ayrshire, wrecked on our coast 
in 1799. 

Returning to the Revenue Marine, it may be well to 
recall the fact that several naval officers were furloughed 
in 1830-31 in the Navy, to take service in the Revenue 
Marine. In 1832 an order was issued from the Treasury 
Department requiring the Navy officers on Revenue 
Marine duty to choose between the Revenue Maring 
and the service to which they properly belonged. This 
order was not, and was not intended to be, a reflection 
upon the officers thus designated, a fact which was con - 
clusively shown by the circumstance that they were 

given their choice between the two services, and the 

further circumstance that several of them resigned from 
the Navy for the express purpose of continuing in the 
Revenue Marine. These were Capt. Hunter, Capt. 

Howard, Capt. Polk, and Lieut. Gabriel O’Brien, who

and commanded by the Navy is.grossly unfair. The 
Revenue Marine vessels had their cruises in summer, 
whereas the others were in the Arctic seas at a time of 
the year when the conditions made exploration practi- 
cally impossible, as all experience has shown. The 
comparison strikes us as both unfair and ill-timed. 

The probation required of cadets previous to their 
appointment as third lieutenants in the Revenue Marine 
eonsists of two years’ service on board the schoolship 
Chase—making two cruises a year—and six months’ 
duty at sea. That may make of them the ‘‘ practical, 
cool-headed seamen, who have achieved successes in 
battling with the elements,” described by our corres- 
pondent as entitled to precedence, in selecting officers 
of the Revenue Marine, over “young graduates of 
Annapolis ;” yet people who know anything about 
marine affairs wil) be slow to believe that less than half 
the training required of naval cadets is sufficient to 
qualify Revenue Marine cadets to do equally well the 
same service. 








THE MASON CASE. 


It would reasonably be supposed that, after the very 
full and unanimous decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court, rendered in ex-Sergeant John A. Mason’s 
case last May, and since published in General Orders to 
the Army, in which the jurisdiction of the General 
Court-martial under the 62d Article of War was sus- 
tained, that the decision would have been acquiesced 
in. Mason’s counsel has again gone into the Courts, this 
time to one of inferior jurisdiction, apparently in ex- 
pectation of obtaining such a construction of the laws 
applicable to the proceedings of Courts-martial as to 
change the practice which has «lways prevailed. 

We understand that, under the orders of the Secreta- 
ry of War and instructions of the Attorney General of 
the United States, Judge-Advocate Asa Bird Gardner, 
of the Military Division of the Atlantic, has been placed 
in charge of the case to represent the United States and 
the Superintendent of the Albany Penitentiary. 

It is understood that if U. 8. Circuit Judge Wallace 
should be in Utica on the 2d instant the case will be 
argued before the full Bench, composed of himself and 
U. 8. District Judge Coxe, who allowed the rule to 
show cause. We shall watch with interest the argu- 
ments and decision of the Court.

GROWING OLD. 

Is no profession of life is there such a difficulty in 
growing old gracefully as in the Army or Navy, and 
the circumstances of the sea officer are such as to render 
it particularly arduous in his case. From the earliest 
days of his services, his attention is occupied with de- 
tails; at the Naval Academy, on board the practice 
ships, and later on board a cruiser, the first ten years of 
his naval life are entirely years of detail. When he 
gains the coveted commission and is a watch and division 
officer or navigator, the same persistent attention to 
the minute particulars of his duty is forced upon him. 
Aiming at the position of executive officer, his life there 
is still a hard working detailed one, and he who fills 
this place best is he who plans everything beforehand 
and has all, as it were, cut and dried in advance. So 
must it be also with his brother of the Army, though 
perhaps not in so marked a degree, the personal con- 
tact of life on board ship being quite a different thing 
from that of camp or garrison. 

When the naval man has crossed the Rubicon and 
reached that grade in which his sole function is to 
command, leaving to his various subordinates the carry- 
ing out of the details, is it much wonder that he finds 
it difficult to prevent himself from doing that very 
thing, which i- nis younger days he denominated inter- 
fering? The young commander makes his first cruise, 
having perhaps by superhuman effort managed to keep 
his mouth tightly closed on many occasions, when the 
temptation to make himself heard was strony within 
him, and then he iinds, in all probability, his shore duty 
but a renewal of the attention to the details of sume par- 
ticular department of a navy-yard. Is it surprising, 
then, that asthe years pass on, he forgets that others 
are growing up, have grown up, to fill those places on 
board ship, which he himself filled in days gone by, 
and in which he cordially desested the interference of 
his commanding officer ? 

In our conversations with naval officers of all grades 
and ranks, we have observed this feeling on both sides 
of the line necessarily drawn between the commander 





ing hand stretched out to him frum those above him. 
An elderly merchant, who had taken his two sons into 
partnership and had given each of them entire contro 
of a particular branch of the business, once said 1n our) 
hearing: ‘‘1 believe I would make a good admira!; 
because I would let my captains do their own work.” 
To use a good old word, now obsolescent, he had sensed 
the situation exactly ; and that commander, whether he 
flies the square blue flag of an admiral, the swallow tail 
of a commodore, or the narrow pennant on board a sin- 
gle ship, will unquestionably achieve the greatest suc- 
cess who leaves to his subordinates each in his sphere 
a proper discretion of action, looking to the end to be 
gained and leaving the details of affairs to those who 
are more capable than he to perform them, because they 
have them only to attend to, while he has the whole to 
oversee. 

It was an admirable recognition of the younger men 
of the Navy, when lieutenants and passed assistant 
engineers were placed on the Advisory Board, with 
officers of much higher rank ; and too much credit can- 
not be given to the Secretary or to his advisers for the 
composition of the Board. It recalls the time when a 
lieutenant was at the head of the Observatory, and of 
later days when a lieutenant commander organized the 
torpedo school. The recent examples set in the ordering 
of a captain to relieve a rear admiral as superintendent 
of the Naval Academy, in the appointment of a com- 
mander as chief of a bureau, will have a great tendency 
to cause the young men to feel that there is something 
more than the dead level of routine to be looked for- 
ward to, and so to make it more easy for all to accept 
gracefully the silver hairs of age and that honorable re- 
tirement for which the law provides. 








LARGE AND SMALL GARRISONS. 


An effort has been made of late years to concentrate 
larger garrisons at our military posts, with a view to 
more efficient professional instruction. ‘I'he following 
are the posts with the largest garrisons. From these 
they run down to five, four, three, two, and one com- 
pany commands, the two and one company posts being, 
however, still in large proportion.

There are 14 posts, with garrisons of five companies 
each, the remainder being divided as stated above. 
There can be no doubt of the advantages of large garri- 
sons, independent of the question of economy, as they 


not only induce greater contentment in the men, but 
afford better opportunities for discipline and instruc- 
tion. We trust that the efforts being made in this di- 
rection may have still further success, and that our 
large military posts, having the necessary accommoda- 
tion, may soon have, if not a regiment at each, certainly 
never less than five companies. 








Tue gold medal of the Military Service Institution 
has been awarded, for 1882, to Colonel H. M. Lazelle, 
late Commandant of Cadets at the Military Academy, 
for an essay on ‘‘ The Important Improvements in the 
Art of War During the Past Twenty Years, and Their 
Probable Effect on Future Military Operations.” Lieu- 
tenant F. V. Greene, U. 8. Engineers, and General 
Wesley Merritt, Superintendent of the Military Acade- 
my, have received honorable mention for essays on the 
same subject, in the order named. The Board of Award 
consisted of Generals McClellan, McDowell and Fry. 
The essays will soon appear in the Journal of the Institu- 
tion, and will be recognized as a very important contri- 
bution to military literature. One or two of them, it is 
said, are so thorough, elaborate, and full of detail, that 
they really are adanted for use as text books which will 
be of standard value. 


Tue Royal Marines, the London Army and Navy 
Gazette tells us, ‘‘ have earned the gratitude of their 
country by their splendid behavior in Egypt. Soldiers 
and sailors alike are proud, yet jealous, of them. The 
praise of the Marines is sung throughout the Press of 
the world. Yet it is nothing new for the Marines to 
behave nobly. They have ever done so; and with 
them, to maintain the traditions of their corps is a 
sacred duty, ever strictly carried out. It matters not 
whether they are employed in the face of the enemy 
where glory is to be won, or on a plague-stricken coast 
where pestilence and death stare them in the face, or 
among rebellious fellow-countrymen who heap abuse 
upon their devoted heads and heave stones and brick- 
bats among their ranks, the Marines do their duty. Bu 
neither the country nor the Government has ever done 
its duty by the Marines. They still belong to nobody: 
neither to the army or the navy. We see them at times 
under the command of an admiral, a commodore, a 
post captain, or naval officer of even less rank, who, at 
times ignoring the presence of the officers of the corps, 
order the men of the detachment about as if they were 
directly under the navalcommand. Then, again, we 
see the Marines landed by battalions or brigades, and 
placed under the command of general officers of the 
Royal Engineers, Artillery, Infantry—of any military 
branch, in fact—but never under a general officer of the 
corps. The Royal Marines,” concludes the Gaeette, 
“‘ should be raised to the dignity of an army corps. As 
colonial troops, they are invaluable, but at present their 
numbers are too few, and should be increased. The 
brigade in Egypt should at once have a General of 
Marines placed at its head, and the corps should be 
represented on the Board of Admiralty, a general officer 
of Marines being ar pointed one of the Lords. The time 
has come for these changes to be made, and unless they 
are carried out at once, those at present in authority 
may rest assured that the country will shortly demand, 
in no uncertain accents, that justice be done to those 
who have so well served its interests—per mare, per 
terram.” 


Comp.arnt has been made to the Post Office Depart- 
ment by the commanding officer at Fort Bidwell, 
Cal., Captain R. F. Bernard, 1st U. 8. Cavalry, 
through the Secretary of War, that the post- 
masters at that and other places refuse to receive 
penries in exchange for postage stamps, the reason be- 
ing that such small coin is not current in that big- 
money community. He states that the soldiers at that 
point receiving these small coins for their pay were put 
to great inconvenience because the postmasters refused 
to receive them. In view of this and many other 
similar complaints the Postmaster-General this week 
informed these postmasters that they were acting con- 
trary to section 3587, R. 8., which makes the minor coins 
of the United States legal tender to amounts not exceeding 
twenty-five cents. So it is not likely the officers and 
soldiers at Fort Bidwell will again have occasion to 
complain on this score. 








Gen. Hazen, Chief of the Signal Bureau, has advices 
that the supply expedition which sailed in the steamer 
Neptune from St. Johns, Newfoundland, on July 8, of 
this year, with additional stores for Lieut. Greely’s 
party, returned Saturday to St. Johas, having been un. 
able to reach Lieut. Greely. The vessel reports a solid 
ice barrier, extending from Cape Inglefield to Ross Bay. 
Lieut. Greely’s station is in latitude 8i deg. 40 min., 





while the vessel was only able to reach lat. 79 deg. 20m, 
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The party remained until September 5, at which date 
ice had formed to the depth of four inches, and to have 
remained longer would have been to remain for the win- 
ter. The Neptune was enabled to establish depots to 
secure Lieut. Greely’s safe retreat, should it become ne- 
cessary a year or two hence. No anxiety for the safety 
of Lieut. Greely’s party is entertained, as they are am- 
ply supplied with stores for two years, the impossibility 
of annually reaching the station having been foreseen 
and provided for. 








Tue Court of Inquiry authorized by Congress to in- 
vestigate the circumstances attending the loss of the 
Jeannette, was appointed on Friday, and will convene 
on Thursday next. All of the survivors of the expedi- 
tion are expected to be present and testify to the par- 
iculars concerning the expedition, from the time of 
the sai'iog of the Jeannette until the time of their re- 
turn here. The report of Lieut. Danenhower, which 
has been submitted to the Secretary, and the report of 
Chief Engineer Melville, which is now in preparation, 
will be considered by the board. The relics and rec- 
ords brought by Mr. Melville, will probably also be 
produced. The board consists of the following mem- 
bers: Commodore William @G. Temple, president ; 
Capt. Joseph V. Mill er, Commander Frederick V. Mc- 
Nair, and Master Samuel C. Lemly, Judge Advocate. 

The bundles and boxes containing the relics and 
records of the Jeannette’s expedition, which Chief En- 
gineer Melville accumulated and 80 carefully guarded 
during his long voyage from the Arctic regions, were 
unpacked, with the assistance of Chief Engineer Sny- 
der, and assorted and labelled and formally turned over 
to the Secretary of the Navy on Thursday. A list of 
the articles, covering three pages of foolscap paper, 
was furnished the Secretary. Secretary Chandler has 
not yet determined upon their disposition, but the pack- 
ages of a private nature, containing the effects of Lieut. 
Commander De Long, will be turned over to the widow 
of that officer, and those of a public character will 
probably be stowed away in the Department. 

The money accounts of the De Long expedition are 
somewhat complicated, owing to the different values 
of the strange currencies, not to speak of the intrica- 
cies of barters and gifts. The Engineer Bureau is ex- 
amining these accounts, as rendered by Chief Engineer 
Melville, after which they will be sent to the Fourth 
Auditor for settlement. It takes an expert in the tables 
of coins, weights and measures to straighten out the 
items and translate them into plain dollars and cents. 








Tuk resignation of Col. George Stoneman, U. 8. A., 
retired, has been received at the War Department, and 
was acceyited during the present week. It will be re- 
membered that Col. Stoneman is the Democratic candi- 
date for the Governorship of California, and it is for 
this reason that he has tendered his resignation. He 
perhaps feels that it would not be advisable for him to 
continue to draw from the Government his salary as a 
retired officer of the Army while canvassing for the 
Governorship of a State. Since the creation of the re- 
tired list in 1861 there is only one instance in which an 
officer who had attained so high a rank as colonel re- 
signed. That was Uol. James L. Donaldson, assistant 
quartermaster-general, who, on Jan. 1, 1874, addressed 
a communication to the Secretary of War, stating that 
he had balanced his account with the Treasury Depart- 
ment, and desired to tender his resignation, to take 
effect from that date. It was accepted. It is not 
known why he resigned, but it is inferred from the let- 
ter that it was on accouvt of conscience. Only four 
other resignations from the retired list are known. Capt. 
P. T. Turnley, Q. M. D., resigned Dec. 31, 1865; Capt. 
David W. Cheek, 13th Infantry, resigned May 4, 1865; 
Lieut. E. P. Bigelow, 1st Cavalzy, resigned Jan. 10, 
1865, and Lieut. Wm. Ewing, 17th Infantry, resigned 
Feb. 28, 1865.

OF the new British war ship, the Polyphemus, Engi- 
neering makes this discouraging report: ‘‘The com- 
pieting or rather the perfecting of the Polyphemus as a 
fighting machine, does nut proceed satisfactorily. We 
say perfecting, as in dock-yard phraseology, the ship 
was said to be complete during their lordships’ recent 
visit to Chatham. The fates appear to be against her. 
Some months back it was discovered that modifications 
were necessary in her torpedo mechanism, but much 
interest was not bestowed upon these as there was the 
larger question of her boilers to draw off the attention 
of those interested in her progress. These modifica- 
tions have been going on, however, during the whole 
of the time that the modifications in the boilers have 
been on hand, and some fears are now entertained that 
the boilers and this mechanism will be condemned and 
have to be replaced at the sametime. Considering 
that the ship has only been commissioned a few 
months, and that many of her qualities still remain 
untested, this is not encouraging. The steam trials 
have been resumed during the past two weeks, and the 
result has been most uusatisfactory. The boilers are 
incapable of supplying the power required, and the 
engineers have at length reluctantly admitted that this 
is the case. The Polyphemus will probably 
be, for her tonnage, the most costly ship ever con- 
structed. When the changes now necessary have been 
made she will have cost nearly a quarter of a million, 
which is nearly £100,000 more than was estimated. 
The money spent upon her would have bought a ship of 
apy ordinary type of about double her size. The new 
fast cruisers will have 700 tons more displacement, the 
same speed, and a powerful armament of guas besides 
the same torpedo attack as the Polyphemus, and will 
moreover carry a large coal supply, and be seagoing 
vessels, and yet their estimated cost is only one-half the 
actual cost of the Polyphemus.” 








WE are glad to see that the interesting ‘‘ Notes for a 
History of Steam Navigation,” which Rear-Admiral 
Geo. H. Preble has coutributed in a series to the ‘* Uni- 
ted Service Magazine,” are soon to be published in book

RECENT DEATHS, 


A VETERAN soldier whose name will recall bygone days to 
many yet in service, died Sept. 22, 1882, at Baltimore, Md., 
Major David H. Hastings, U. 8S. Army (retired). His death 
was sudden, cansed by an apoplectic stroke. Major Hast- 
ings entered the service as a private, Co. B, 2d U. 8. Infan- 
try, July 19, 1837, passed through the various grades of 
corporal, eergernt and 1st sergeant, was discharged Novem- 
ber 17, 1845, re-enlisted at once in Battery K, 3d U. 8. Artil- 
lery, and cerved in thet organization and Co. A of the En- 
gineers until July 14, 1848, when he was commissioned a 
brevet 2d lieutenant, 1st Dragoons; promoted to 2d lieu- 
tenant December 27, 1848; 1st lieutenant October 22, 1854; 
Captain January 9, 1860; major of the 5th Cavalry Septem- 
ber 23, 1863, and retired December 7, 1863, ou account of 
injuries received in the line of duty. He was severely 
wounded by the falling of his horse while pursuing Indians 
near Fort Buchanan, New Mexico, in October, 1857. Since 
his retirement he has resided priucipaliy in Baltimore. 
Major Hastings was one of the old school of soldiers now 
fast passing away, and in his day was accounted a good and 
faithful officer. The funeral took place from his late resi- 
dence at Baltimore, September 25, and was attended by a 
large concourse of friends. 

Epwakp R. Ames, a son of the late Bishop Ames, and for- 
merly of the 7th and 6th U. 8. Infantry, died at Baltimore, 
Md., Sept. 24, 1882, in his 837th year. The funeral took place 
Sept. 26, from 180 McCulloh street, Baltimore. Mr. Ames 
was a native of Indiana, and was appointed from that State, 
March 6, 1862, to a 2d lieutenancy in the 7th U. 8. Infantry, 
promoted Ist lieutenant Aug. 28, 1863, and captain Oct. 7, 
1864, placed on the unassigned list in 1869, assigned to the 
6th Infantry Jan. 1, 1871, and resigned Oct. 31, 1876, to 
enter into civil pursuits. He again entered the Army asa 
2d lieutenant of the 6th U. 8S. Infantry, March 1, 1877, and 
again resigned on April 20, 1877. 

Georce L. Koussgav, a son of the late Gen. L. H. Rous- 
seau, U. 8. A., and himself an ex-Army officer, shot himself 
through the head, Sept. 22, at Laredo, Texas. Mr. Rous- 
seau entered the Army as a 2d lieutenant of the 20th U. 8. 
Infautry on March 10, 1875, and was dismissed June 4, 1881, 
by sentence of General Court-martial while serving in Texas, 
since which time he has continued to reside in that State. 
A despatch says that atthe time of his death he was em- 
ployed as guard in the quarautine against Mexico. He had 
been ill for several days, and being addicted to the use of 
morphine was suffering mentally from its use when he took 
his pistol yesterday morning and blew out his brains. The 
Puoneer Press says: Young Rousseau was well known in 
St. Paul, having been stationed at Fort Snelling in 1875-76. 
He was a conspicuous figure in social circles from the promi- 
nence of his uasal feature. He had a Napoleonic nose, and 
wore it with great gravity on social occasions. He was not 
very popular owiag to his obtrusive vanity, but to a few 
friends who knew him well, he was a great favorite. The 
cloud upon his life was the killing of Dr. Rivers in passionate 
heat. Although he was finally released from confinement he 
has never regained his rank and he felt the disgrace keenly, 
seeking to sink his sorrow in his cups, and finally appesaling 
to the ready revolver.

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RIFLE TARGET PRACTICE IN THE ARMY. 
(Concluded from last week.) 


One of the best features of the present target system is that 
officers are required to practice with their men. This is im- 
portant, insu to the officer as well as to his men a thorough 

knowledge of the use and capabilities of the weapon 
with which they are armed. It also brings the officer into an 
official relatiousbip with his men that teaches him patience and 
perseverance while instructing, and forbearance in the exercise 
of arbitrary authority. 

Systematic rifle fring has not been in vogue long enough in the 
Army to have demonstrated for it any marked influence on 
Indian campaigning. It has so happened that the regiments 
Most actively engaged in such operations have had the least op- 
portunity for target imstruction. Reports of the recent hostile 
Operations in Arizona make mention of the superiority of firing 
by some of the troops engaged, and attribute it to the advanta- 
£5 derived from persisteut target practice. The circle of sucb 

uence must necessarily widen, and in time all troops engaged 
against Indians will give the same good reports. A fair percent- 
age of marksmen in the command of Custer weuld doubtlessly 
have averted the massacre of tae Little Big Horn. 

Considering that target practice to any extent in the Army is 
ot such recent date, that instructors had to be created, and a sys- 
tem devised and set in operation, the present degree of progress 
may be looked upon as very encouraging. This, too, in the face 
of 1 obstacles arising from the peculiar nature of cur ser- 
vice; the dispersed condition of troops, and in nu small degree to 
the conservatism of old ideas, fostering the habit in time of peace 
of looking upon the soldier's rifle as anything else than a shoot- 

weapon. 

rrovision for the instruction of mounted troops in firing prac- 
tice has been made by General Urder No. 57 of May last, which 
Pp ribes a systematic course of exercises with both pistol and 
carbine, ted and di ted. The system of instruction is 
the same as that in use by the infantry, with only such modifica- 
tions as may be necessary. No provision had ever before existed 
in our service for regular and systematic instruction in firing by 
mounted troops, and it is expected that s¢ much progress will be 
made at mounted firing as has been made at rifle practice by foot 
ee When the system is sufficiently developed a percentage 
will tablished for classification in ted practi 














RIFLE CONTESTS AND COMPETITIONS. 


The system ot competitive rifle firing inaugu*sted for the Army 
by General Order No. 44 of last year is » natural outgrowth of the 
system of target practice just described. 

In all marksmanship there appears to be an inherent quality 
that creates in those practicing it a desire for competition and 
contests. This we perceive in the history of shooting from the 
earliest days o| archery to the present epoch of rifle assoviations. 
Contemporaneously with the establishmeut of Creedmoor a spirit 
in favor of rifle practice developed itself in the Army and pro- 
duced some lient mark In several of the contests at 
Creedmoor Army teams were eminently ful, showing that 
even under uot ble circ t tor instruction such teams 
were able to hold their own in competition with the best shoot- 
ing skill of the couatry. These successes created a desire for 
more, but it was found imp icable to continue the practice of 
sending teams to Creedmoor. It was d ad more ady ag 
to the service to ulilize this eagerness for competitions by maki.g 
it the means of a general diffusion of interest in target practice 
througvout the Army. 

The theory upon which the present system of competitions is 
founded eucourages individual excelieuce among all classes in 
the Arniy, in contradistinction to forming teams of special merit 
from a tew upon whom all the instruction is bestowed. To this 
end three grades of contests have been provided for, viz.: the de- 

ment, the division, and the Army contests. In tie first of 
ese each company in a department is represented by its best 
qualified marksman. Vhis anoually brings together the best 
material of each department, who, entering into « series of con- 
tests for places on a team of twelve to represent the department 
in the division contests, mutually instruct each other by associa- 
tion and observation. These men returning to their respective 
companies impart to their comrades the instruction thus ac- 
uired. The results aimed at by this system are, in a degree, 
milar to those accomplished by the British at their school of 
musketry at Lythe, and by the French at theirs of Vincennes. 
To the furmer of these schools officers and selected enlisted men 
are sent; to the latter only officers. They there undergo acourse 
of rifle training, and ——. to their commands tuemselves 
become instructors. ‘These institutions are therefore simply 
normal schools for the training of teachers in rifle practice. The 
department annual meetings of our system operate to the same 
end, and, although the system has been in operation but two 
years, it has given evidence of entire success ; probably as much 
so as either that of the English or the French. 

The scheme is farther extended by annually assembling the 
department twelves to compete for the honor of places on a di- 
vision team of twelve. Finally, every two years each wilitary 
division is represented, in proportion to its numerical strength, 
by its best shots, iu a team of twelve to compete for the champi- 
onship of the army. The system thus embraces tne enlisted 
men and officers of every company in the service, giving to each 
an equal chance for the winner's place. 

For each of these contests appropriate prizes are awarded the 
successful competitors, viz., 1 gold medal for each department ; 
4 yold and 8 silver medals for each division—in all 21 gold, and 
M4 silver medals, annually, to which every two years are added 3 
goid and 3 silver medals for the winners in the Army contest. Au 

idable delay d last year in preparing the prizes, and 
it was not until latein the present year that they were dis- 
tributed. Such delay will probably not again happen. 

Careful note was made of every real or supposed detect in the 
system during its frst year’s operation, all of which were elimin- 
ated, as far as possible, in an ded order. It was, however, 
found that no material change was necessary ; that the original 
order contained all necessary elements of a good system. 

The only serious drawback to the working of the system is the 
persoual expense entailed upon the participants in attending the 

aces of contest. This, in many cases, is onerous, and is well 

wn to be so; but, at present, there seems to be no way of al- 
leviation. It is hoped, however, that some means may hereafter 
be devised to that end. 

The badge knowa as the Nevada Trophy. described in G. O. No. 
45, of last year, was awarded to Captain Lewis Smith’a Battery K, 
Sd Artillery, it having given evidence of having made the best 
score of any troop, company, or battery, in the Army during any 
month of the target year 1880-81. Notwithstanding the score 
was extraordinary, several companies were close up to it, show- 
ing that the contest had excited deep iaterest. 


MILITARY TARGET PRACTICE IN GENERAL. 


The movement in favor of rifle shooting, which for the last few 
years has pervaded ali classes of military organizations, in this 
and other countries, is by no means a new thing in target 

tice ; but is a repetition of customs extending back to older 


Before the introduction of firearms, when the bow was the 
shooting weapon of armies, the greatest possible attent was 
= to the instruction of the soldier in its use. So far back as 

. during the reign of Henry VIII. a law was enacted, the pre- 
amble of which sets forth that:—* The King, our Sovereign 
Lord, calling to bis most noble and gracious remembrance that 
by the feats and ise of the subjects of his realm in shooting 
with the long bow, there hath continually grown and been with- 
in the same a great ber and mul de of good archers, which 
have not oniy defended this realm, and tue subjects thereof, 

t the cruel malice and danger of their outward enemies in 
heretofore past, but also with little numbers and puissance, 

have done many other, etc., etc.” law prescribed, in the

guished military writer in 1580, said of the musket: “ Ex- 
cept the noise in our ears, to which we will henceforth be ac- 
customed, I think that it is an arm of very little effect, and I ho 
that we shall one day give up its use.” The invention of the 


flint lock, in 1635, added greatly to the efficiency of the musket, 
and decided the contest in its favor. The change from the bow 
to the musket was prejudicial to the personal skill of the soldier, 
for the new arm had defects of accuracy which no skill could 
° , and he tl fore lost that confidence which he had pre- 
viously felt in his own expertnessin using the bow. No longer 
measuring strength in encounters in which each could attest bis 
individuai skill, men had ceased to be marksmen when equipped 
with no better weapon than the inaccurate smooth- 
bore. There was a loug interval in which target prac- 
tice received but little attention, and so far as can now 
be ascertained no systematic measures for the improvement 
of the fire of soldiers were undertaken until in 1860, the French, 
then at war with Abd-el-Kader, in Algeria, discovered that 
the Arabs, armed with their long and uncouth looking 
guns, were far their superiors in marksmanship. To 
overcome tiiis disadvantage they established schools of 
musketry at Grenoble, St. Omer, Toulouse, and Vincennes, 
and soon discovering that the defects of the smooth-bore, 
as to accuracy of fire, were incurable, they instituted a series of 
experiments with a view to making the rifle a suitable arm for 
military purposes. This required that the rapidity of fire of 
the smooth-bore should not be sacrificed. The problem there- 
fore was to discover means by which the rifle could be loaded 
with a projectile that, eutering the bore freely, would leave it with 
such tightness as to cause it to take the grooves of the piece. 
Various devices were introduced to effect this, all using the 
spherical bullet and expanding itin the bottom of the bore by 
mechanical means, None ot these, however, proved satisiactory, 
until Captain Minié, as late as 1847, prodaced an elongated pro- 
jectile, the base of which was hollowed to receive an iron cup 
which, being forced into the cavity by the gas of the explosion, 
expanded the bullet into the grooves. Tois arm was immediately 
adopted by the Frencn and otuer nations, 

During a series of experiments at Harper’s Ferry, extending 
through 1853 and 1854, to determine the best form of rifle for 
military purposes, Mr. Burton, the Assistant Master Armorer 
discovered that the iron cup of Minié, and all other similar de- 
vices, more or less complicated and objectionable, could be dis- 
pensed with by simply hollowing out the base of the projectile 
and permitting the gas from the explosion to expand the bullet 
by direct action. This simple device was a solution of the whole 
problem. It permitted the projectile to enter the bore loosely 
and by the discharge it was expanded to take the grooves. Simul- 
taneously with Burton’s discovery, but without knowledge of 
it, Mr. Pritchell, gunsmith, of London, made the same discovery. 
The rifle was at once adopted in all countries as the military 





™. 

The English, in 1853, followed the example of the French, by 
establishing schools of musketry at Hythe and Fleetwood, 
Schools tor like purposes were about the same time established 
by other European nations. Soon afterwards volunteer organiza- 
tions took up the subject and rapidly developed the methods 
and rules now in vogue at rifle ranges. Wimbledon was estab- 
lished in 1860, Creedmoor in 1873. The time and manner of the 
introduction ot rifle instruction in the United States Army has 
already becu set forth in this paper. 

The theory upon which rifie instruction is based, is that man 
isnot born a good ritle shot any more than he is born a good 
pevman or an accomp/ished horseman ; that without training it 
is impossible to enabie a man to handle or use an instrument 
with the requisite accuracy and advantage, certaialy not that 
wonderfully made instrument, the rifle. The theory assumes 
that the ordinary soldier can be taught to handle and care for 
a rifle just as men are taught to run a steam engine or steer a 
boat, and can be made as caretul of his ammunition as a farmer 
ot his grain ; he cau learn the construction of his piece as easily 
as apprentices learn trades of handicratt, in short he can be 
made arifie-shot. T’:is fact is attested by the proficiency of the 
companies in the Army, upon which care has been bestowed in 
rifle instruction. 

By becoming a first-class shot the soldier acquires confidence 
in his weapon, a matter of no slight importance, tor the moment 
aman becomes certain that hecan kill whatever object of his 
own size may be within 500 yards of him, he has acquired a 
stock ot self-knowledge, which, in a military sense, multiplies 
his value many times over ; and per contra, tue man whv has not 
this self confidence has his value diminished 1n the same ratio, 
and is at the mercy o! his better instructed adversary. 

It is not claimed that a soldier is able to fire,in the presence 
of the enemy and in tue excitement and confusion of battle, with 
anything like the precision achieved on the target ground. It 
is onty claimed that the soldier, who at pleasure, can put in 
bull's-eyes, centres, or even outers at all target ground distances, 
is on this very account better able to throw intv the enemy a 
much larger percentage ot decisive bullets than though he were 
entirely uniastructed and unable to hit anythiog with certainty, 
whether on the target ground or iu battle. To doubt this 
would be tantamount to asserting that skill with tools disquali- 
fies a mechanic when called upon to do a specific piece of work.

P. W. M. asks: Is the 24th U. 8. Infantry a white or colored 
regiment? Ans.—Colored. 


J. W. F. asks: Where should a man go to enlist for the ord- 
nance? What is the difference between a trumpeter in the ord- 
nance and one in any other branch of the servica? Are the calle 
that are to be blown the same? Ans.—The enlistments are 
special, and depend upon certain qualifications. Better write to 
the Chief of Ordnance, U. S. A., on the subject. There are no 
tru opeters in the Ordnance Department. The enlisted men con- 
sist of sergeants, corporals, and Ist and 2d class privates. 

W. P. S. writes: I saw in the Army anp Navy JourRNAL some 
time back that a prominent lawyer could get an enlisted man his 
discharge for $30, or two tor $50. Please give me some informa- 
tiou concerning it. ANs.—We adverted some time ago to parties 
who professed themselves able to procure discharges for a cash 
consideration, but we never dubbed tiiem “ prominent”’ lawyers. 
Better steer clear of them altogether. 


W. T. asks: Is a deserter of the British Navy able to buy his 
discharge from the British Government? How much would the 
discharge cost him when at the time of his desertion he had to 
serve eleven years yet? ANsa.—A discharge under such circum- 
stances could not be purchased. 


T. 20 asks: Are General Service clerks entitled to admission to 
the Soldier’s Home? Ans.—Yes. Par. 242, Regs. 1881, says: “ An 
honest and faithiul service of 20 yearsin the Army entitles a 
soldier to admission to the Solsier’s Home.” General Service 
clerks are undoubtedly “in” the Army. 


C. H.R. asks: At inspection of quarters in the field, where do 
the commissioned officers stand? Are they in full dress with 
side arms, or otherwise? Ans.—It is customary for company 
officers in inspection of quarters to accompany the inspector 
through their own company streets, The commanding oificer 
and his staff generally accompany the iuspector through the 
whole camp. Officers’ tents,as arule, are not inspected, but if 
the inspector should do so it would be proper for each officer to 
await the arrival of the inspector at his (the officer’s) tent. 
When the command is inspected in full dress, under arms, officers 
wear full dress and side arms; otherwise they conform to the 
dress of the command. 

Smrra asks: 1. During a military parade a few days since a 
heavy rain storm came up, and the command Secure Arms was 
given. The guides and file-closers did not obey the command, 
but remained at a Carry, taking par 189 ot Tactics as their au- 
thority.

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NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


We are in receipt of a copy of the Report of the New 
York State Survey for the year 1880, by James T. | 
Gardiner, which has recently been published. It is 
accompanied by maps showing the triangulations across 
the State which were completed during the year, and 
for the first time gave the truedistance across the State. 
This was found to be 326.46 miles. The old measure- 
ments made this distance 328.68 miles; an error of 
nearly 2} miles, giving an area for the State of 300 to 
400 square miles too great. In co-operation with the U. 
8. Engineers, the State Survey has undertaken to place 
along both sides of the Hudson River and along Staten 
Island a chain of monuments from a mile to three- 
quarters of a mile apart, to which may be referred 
both the bulkhead line, and all grants of land under 
water. These morumcents are connected by triangula- 
tic n with each other and with stations on the neighbor- 
ing hills. 

Elephantiasis Arabum in the Samoan Islands, is the 
title of an article by Arthur C. Heffinger, M. D., 
Passed Assistant Surgeon U. 8. Navy, which appears in 
the Boston Medical and Surgical Journal for August 
17. Dr. Heffinger publishes in the number of the same 
periodical for April 20 an article on the Sanitary State 
of Panama and the Interoceanic Canal Medical Ser- 
vice. “From the most authentic sources,” he says, 
‘it is estimated that 10,000 lives were sacrificed in the 
construction of the Suez Canal, and, ceteris paribus, 
the Panama undertaking should necessitate, the expen- 
diture of double that number.” Of the Samoan Ele. 
phantiasis the Doctor says: ‘‘ The only treatment which 
has been attempted so far in Samoa has been directed 
to the scrotum, the excision of which is a common 
operation with visiting American naval surgeons, and 
most popular among the natives. As soon as an Ame- 
rican war vessel anchors in any of the Samoan ports 
the medica! officer—formai—is beset on all sides by the 
relatives of the afflicted, and ere a day has passed he has 
sufficient material to keep him busy for a month.” 








MODERN GUNS FOR ENGLAND. 


Or the prospect of England’s attaining a supply of 
modern guns Broad Arrow says: ‘‘The 119 6-inch 
guns, which should have een ready by 31st of March, 
are not yet in existence, nor does it seem likely that 
they will all be made before the completion of the pres- 
ent year. In regard to the 43-ton gun competition, it 
seems very much as if the idea had been abandoned— 
for the present, at all events. Should the Woolwich 
authorities succeed in shuating this desirable scheme, it 
will be a matter of much regret. Mr. Smith is correct 
in wishing ‘to limit the period within which those who 
are responsible for the design of a gun should come to 
some conclusion on the matter.’ But while time is an 
element of importance, it is no less desirable that when 
we have a new gun it shall be a good one and the best 
procurable. That Woolwich, unaided, will provide for 
the navy the best possible gun seems very doubtful. At 
all events, the experience of the past points in a wholly 
different direction. Mr. Smith is, however, in favor 
‘of a genuine competition between the government 
factory and any cne who is capable of producing a gun;’ 
and so are we. The time had arrived long since when 
the present armament of Her Majesty’s ships required 
to be replaced with trustworthy ordnance. The weak- 
ness of the Woolwich guns was shown during the recent 
bombardment, as no Jess than two on board one vessel 
—the Alezandra—gave out and became unserviceable. 
The efficiency of Sir William Armstrong’s guns has long 
ago been demonstrated, and foreign powers have for 
many years past been providing themselves with ord- 
nance of bis manufacture. During the same time we 
have been contenting ourselves with the productions of 
a government arsenal, which has been outside the stim- 
ulating and beneticial influences of commercial compe- 
tition and enterprise. All the great inventions, both in 
small arms, machine guns, and heavy ordnance manu- 
facture made of late years, have emanated from the 
workshops of private manufacturers, who have been 
prompted to work and think by the competition of 
others. Happily we have provided ourselves with some 
of the best of their work, except in regard to heavy 
guns, and for these we have looked to the War Depart- 
ment. The consequences are just what might have 
been expected, for we are worse off in regard to heavy 
ordnance than in any other particular. Many potent 
influences are at work to keep matters in this respect 
just as they are now. In deference to the public cry 
we are to have breechloaders, but it seems only too 
likely that they will be the breechloaders of Woolwich, 
and that the brains of other gunmakers will be available 
Only in so far as their ideas may be stolen.”

AN [LL-HOUSED BATTALION. 
Fort THORNBURGH, UTag, Sept. 18, 1882. 


I notice in your issue of Sept. 9 an extract from the 
report of Gen. Crook, on leaving this department, in 
which he makes mention of the battalion of the 6th In- 
fantry, now at this post.(?> Allow me tostate, through 
the columns of your valuable journal, a few facts in this 
connection, and then let your numerous readers judge 
whether or not this battalion has not established a title 
to comfortable quarters for the coming winter. 

The battalion, composed of Cos. D. F, G, and H, 6th 
Infantry, left Fort Garland, Col., May 18, 1881, and 
with four companies of the 4th Cavalry marched to the 
Cantonment on the Uncompahgre, Col., where they 
camped a few days; then the infantry, with one com- 
pany of cavalry, proceeded with the Ute Commissioners 
to Grand River, where they encamped until July 5, 
1881, when they returned to the Uncompahgre; July 
18, 1881, Co. H left to assist in building a telegraph line 
to Gunnison City ; at this point Co. H was juined by the 
other three companies, Aug. 18, 1881, and the battalion 


then took the cars en route to the Department of the 
Platte, travelling via Pueblo, Denver, and Cheyenne to 
Park City, Utah, and on the 4th of September took up 
the line of march for the site of Fort Thornburgh at the 
junction of the Green and Duchesne ktivers, a distance 
of 144 miles, and where they arrived Sept. 19, 1881. 
Work was immediately begun, and the following build- 
ings erected, of logs: 

1 officers’ mess hall and kitchen. 1 hospital. 

7 sets officers’ quarters, or 7 buildings for officers’ 
quarters. 

1 Q. M. and C. S. offices and storehouses, in one long 
building. 

1 headquarters office of three pood-sized rooms. 

1 guard house. 1 corral, 500 feet in length. 

These buildings were ali roofed with poles, covered 
with earth. The enlisted men of the command were 
quartered during the winter in Sibley tents, some with 
and some without wall, raised on small log stockades, 
ahout four feet above the ground, and floored. 

The Interior Department, for reasons unknown to the 
writer, demanded that the command be removed, and 
accordingly, after the present site had been selected, 
we, on April 9, 1882, left the old site, and after two days’ 
march arrived here and pitched our old tents for another 
summer’s work. 

A part of the command, with a saw mill, was sent to 
the timber, 20 miles distant, and have been and are still 
getting out lumber; the balance have been kept busy 
making adobes, of which about 180,000 were manufac- 
tured during the summer. As yet quarters have not 
been commenced for the men, and a large force of men 
are daily at work erecting quarters for t&e officers of the 
battalion, quarters for one officer now completed, and 
for four others in an advanced state. 

During the past 16 months, the enlisted men of the 
battalion have lived with nothing between them and the 
weather in the way of shelter but their canvas tents, 
and for the greater part of the time such has been the 
case with its officers. 

Since leaving Garland, May 18, 1881, the battalion has 
marched over 600 miles, and travelled by rail over 900 
miles more. In view vf the above, do you not think 
that we are entitled to more comfortable quarters for the 
coming winter? Susizy TeEnv. 


TORPEDO EXPERIMENTS IN FRANCE. 


Tue following interesting account of torpedo experi- 
ments made at the Port of- Brest, France, some months 
since, was prepared by one of our Naval officers who 
witnessed the experiments. 

The hulk of the French corvette Primauguet (about 
the size of the Alaska) had been moored in thirty me- 
tres of water (about 16 fathoms) head and stern, 
athwart the tide, which at the time of the experiments 
was slight. 

The hulk drew about fourteen feet of water, and 
was stowed with empty casks aud hogsheads, to attain 
all practicable buoyancy. She was spanned with four 
heavy chain cables, for use as strans, to raise the vessel, 
if sunk by the explosion. 

Several cows, oxen, sheep and fowl were left on 
board the hulk to ascertain the effect of the shock 
upon them, and glasses cf water were placed in dif- 
ferent parts of the vessel to show the effect of the vi- 
brations. The to:pedo used was a cylindrical submarine 
mine of zinc, of the regulation French pattern. It 
contained four hundred kilos (880 pounds) of service 
gun cotton in the form of ‘‘cakes” as used in French 
torpedo practice. Further details in this respect not 
obtainable. 

The crown of the torpedo was at a distance of 29 
metres and from the surface of the water and at a hori- 
zontal distance of seven metres from the purt side of 
the vessel. 

The object of the experiment was to see whether a 
regulation French submarine mine could be exploded 
with effect in such a depth of water and at such a 
horizontal distance from the side of a passing vessel. 
It was promised that any result obtained by an experi- 
ment with such a light hulk woul i be still more marked 
if produced upon a heavier vessel, or one of greater 
draft. 

A second torpedo of the same construction and 
charge as the first was moved thirty metres distant 
from the first torpedo in thirty metres of water, to as- 
certain whether the explosion of one would iojure the 
other—thirty metres being the regulation French inter- 
val between submarine mines. It may be stated here 
that the explosion of one torpedo did not interfere with 
the working order of the fuse, etc., of the other. 
It was not possible to ascertain whether the case of the 
second torpedo had also escaped injury or not, as that 
torpedo had not been raised up to the time of the pre- 
sent report. 

When the explosion took place, a low broad curtain 
of water rose along starboard side of the hulk. As the 
water receded it was evident that the hulk had been 
broken in two nearly amidship, and was sinking 
rapidly. The port side, as seen about five minutes 
after the explosion, bore greater traces of the explosion 
being nearest to the torpedo; the rent in the side was a 
broad gap of nearly a foot on the water line, widening 
upward to the rail. 

The large animals (cattle) being in sight, were closely 
watched at the moment of explosion, through a glass. 
For a few minutes they seemed stunned by the force of 
the explosion, but all the live stock survived the shock. 
The glasses of water ieft to test vibrations were 
capsized, excepting in one or two cases forward, where 
the contents of the glasses were only partially scattered 
about. 

The hulk sank to the water’s edge but was kept 
afloat in that position by the corks, etc., and was towed 
back into the arsenal of Brest on the same day. 

From conversation with the French naval officers con- 
nected with the experiment, it was concluded that such 
a decisive result was unexpected, in view of the depth 
of water and lightness of the hulk. 














GEN. BRISBIN’S OBSERVATIONS. 
Fort Kxoau, M. T., Sept. 18, 1882. 
To the Editor of the N. Y. Herald - 

I wAvE just returned from a visit to the end of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad track and the head of the Yellowstone Val- 
ley. What an enormous valley this is—six hundred and 
twenty miles long! It would reach nearly in a straight line 


from New York to Chicago. The end of the North Pacific 
track is at Young's Point, on the Yellowstone River, or, 
rather, was there a few days ago. The road is progreasi 
at the rate of one and a half to two miles per day. and 
winter will reach Benson’s Lauding, and possibly Bozeman. 
The track leaves the Yellowstone Valley at Benson’s, after 
having traversed it for a distance of over four hundred miles, 
It strikes the Yellowstone at Glendive, runs upto Miles City, 
eighty miles; thence to Forsyth, forty-eight miles; thence to 
Billings, 188 miles, where it crosses over from the south to 
the north bank of the Yellowstone. From Billings it runs 
to Countryman’s Crosses, again to the north side, and thence 
to Benson's. Here it turns sharp west, goes up Trail Creek 
to Bridger Mountain, and throug) # tunnel 2,000 feet long, 
and emerges in the head of the Gallatin Valley, near Boze- , 
— from which place it traverses the Gallatin Valley to 
elena, 

All along the Yellowstone Valley I saw great sigm of im- 
provement. That the country is rapidly developing and set- 
thing up is manifest on every side. New towns, houses, 
farms and improvements of ali kinds are springing up every- 
where. Billings, about which so much has been said, I 
found a bright little town of pearly twelve hundred inhabit- 
ante and rapidly improving. The sound of the hammor and 
saw was heard day and night and scores of new buildings 
were going up. Even the few days I was up the river made 
many changes, and on my return I saw five new houses built 
during the last five days. An irrigating ditch, thirty-five 
miles long and twenty-eight feet wide, by three deep, has 
just been dug and willirrigate the whole of Clark's Fork 
bottom and supply the city with water. This ditch is taken 
out of the Yellowstone River and is a mammoth affair. 

Twenty miles above Billings is Park City, sixty days old, 
and containing about a dozen houses. It is laid out by the 
Ripon Colony and each farmer owns some lots in the town. 
The Ripon Colony came out last spring and settled in the 
valley at their present location. They came from Ripon, 
Wis., and Hastings, Mich. They number ninety-six fami- 
lies, and are well satisfied. Before starting out they formed 
themselves into a colony and organized a company. Each 
member paid $3 on joing and afterward subscribed #20 
each to buy a town site and start a town. Each colonist 
owns & share of the town, and it is nee finely. 
They have a good location, and will undoubtedly build up 
quite a place. The land is good and their crops have done 
fairly well, notwithstanding the season has been very dry 
so far. I saw the headcentre of the colony, and he was 
just starting East to buy a printing press and types. He 
was full of enthusiasm for the Yellowstone Valley, and had 
great hopes for the future of his colony. 

I saw the tracklayers at work on the Northern Pacific road. 
Little cars loaded with iron rails were drag forward by 
mules hitched to ropes made fast to the sides of the cars, 
and as fast as the iron reached the end of the laid rails new 
iron was seized and rushed forward. So accurately could the 
handlers throw arail that it laid where it fell and was in- 
stantly spiked down 1n its place. If you stopped to converse 
for a few minutes the tracklavers would get s3veral rods 
ahead. I did not time them, but about a minute was snffi- 
cient to place a rail. Ia advance of the tracklayers were hun- 
dreds of men sizing up the roadbed, building culverts and 
putting in bridges. Behind the trackmen came scores of 
boarding houses on wheels, long lines of cars loaded with 
rails and great engines pushing them along westward over 
the new laid track. 

I met many distinguished men and capitalists out looking 
at the country and seeking pleasure. Commander Gorringe, 
U. 8. Navy, with a party of friends, was on his way to the 
National Park, and close behind him Senator Bayard, of Del- 
aware, with another party bound forthe Park. I heard of 
Senator Beck, of Keutucky, who has gone up Tongue River 
to see his son, whois raising cattle and shvep on a ranch 
near McKinney. Mr. Frank Thomsen, general manager of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, with a large party of friends, was 
hunting in the Big Horn canyon, and would go up to Clark’s 
Fork Mines before returning, where Mr. Thomsen and some 
Philadelphians have bought the Great Republic Mine. 

Bozeman, M. T.,1I found a small New York city. The 
streets were filled with bustling, busy men, and the hotels so 
full I could not get a bed. A gentleman had to take me into 
his house. Property in Bozeman has doubled in value in the 
last six months, and rents have nearly quadrupled. 

The writer had the good fortune some years ago, while 
stationed at Fort Ellis, to buy two buildings in Bozeman. 
One of these I paid $1,400 for. The first yea I rented it for 
$25 per month; the second yearI got $40 for it per month; 
last year $50, and now I am offered $100 per month for it. 
I could take $5,000 for itany day. I never improved it but 
$150 worth. This is but a fair sample of what other prop- 
erty in the town is doing. Miles City and Bozeman are two 
of the best towns in Montana Last November I bought two 
lots in Miles City for $250 each, and in April sold them for 
$537 each. Meantime I had two per cent. interest per month 
on my money from the rent of a little building on the lots. 
During the past year I have loaned sums of money, not 
only for myself, but for Eastera friends, and so far we have 
not lost a cent. 

The rates of interest are very high, one, one and a half, 
and two per cent. a month being readily obtained for !nans 
in sums of $500, $1,000, and $2,000. For sums under $500 
two and two and a half per cent. a month are char; The 
loans are met with great | weg oy ed when dus, and [ would 
rather loan money for safety in Montans than New York. 

Last year we bought cattle at $16 and $17 per head all 
round, good assorted herds, and calves under one year of 
age thrown iv. This year we are selling the same cattle for 
$25, $30, and $32 per head, and selling everything, calves 
being no Jonger thrown in with the herd, but counted as 
regular beeves. This unprecedented rise in live stock is 
owing to the opening of the Northern Pacific Railroad and 
the speculations in beef East. Cattle are too high and must 
come down in price before long. People are going crazy on 
stock raising, and everybody who can raise money wants to 
buy breeding herds. Cows will soon be higher than beeves, 
I saw 9,000 head of cattle awaiting shipment East at Billings, 
and many herds could not be furnished cars. These are 
driving towards Miles City, and 1,700 head are now coming 
in, closely followed by other herds. The shipments from 
Billings will be over 10,000 head for the season, and 25,000 
from Miles City. All the cattle the Northern Pacific road 
can carry up to Oct. 31 can be furnished from our Montana 
ranges. These cattle are very fine, averaging over 1.050 
pounds per head, and I saw s at Billings that weighed 
1,800 pounds each. It is no uncommon thing to pay an ave- 
rage of $42 for beeves, and as high as $67 per head has been 
paid. Some stock raisers have to 800 of these beeves for 
sale. You can see what money they are . A beef 








does not cost $7 to raise until he is four years when he 
will bring $40.

INSPECTION AT POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y. 
SEPTEMBER 27, 1882, 


The 15th Separate Company, under the command of Capt. 
B. Myer, and the 19th Separate Co., under the command of 
Brevet Major Wm.

LESSONS OF THE ALEXANDRIAN BOMBARD} 


ri 


Bread Arrow analyses the results of the naval en- 
gagement at Alexandria to determine which were 
accidental or not likely to be ordinarily associated with 
actions of the kind, and which of them were inherently 
due to the resisting capabilities of the ships, together 
with the skill and bravery of the seamen. The British, 
it concludes, had a great advantage in respect to 
armament over the enemy. But, while they had that 
advantage, they were placed at a disadvantage in many 
other respects, for while no single shot can destroy a 
fortification on shore, yet it is possible for a well-di- 
rected projectile to strike an iron-clad vessel in such a 
manner as to render it difficult, if not wholly impossi- 
ble to keep her afloat. And if thisis the case with a 
ship protected by armor-plates, how much more so is it 
when the vessel is unarmored or only thinly protected, 
as was the case with many of those which took part in 
the recent bombardment. Either of the guns mounted 
on the Alexandrian forts was large enough to destroy 
the little gunboats which took sucha daring, active, 
and useful part in the bombardment, while very many 
of their guns were capable of sinking the majority of 
our iron-clads. . 

‘* And yet,” says Broad Arrow, ‘* our ships came out 
of the encounter with merely their unarmored portions 
riddled and more or less damaged. Neither of the 
unarmored vessels were struck, except by fragments of 
shell which were scattered about their decks. The 
iron-clads were hit upon their armor-plates, but the 
latter were no where penetrated. In no case was a 
vessel incapacitated in any way from continuing the 
engagement had the forts not been silenced. Our casu- 
alties were very few, and strange to say the largest pro- 
portion occurred on board the best protected ships. 
The weakest vessels in the fleet did not lose a man. 
Now, all this is very puzzling, and although we are of 
course very thankful that our fleet did the work of 
silencing the forts with so little loss of life and limb, 
and so little comparative injury to the ships, yet we wish 
at the same time that some explanation was forthcoming 
to clear up the mystery. Weare promised by Mr. 
Campbell Bannerman that ample reports shall be pre- 
pared upon the case of each ship, in order that the 
Constructive Department at the Admiralty may be in 
possession of the very fullest instruction which the 
circumstances of the bombardment can afford. This is 
very desirable, and we await with interest the arrival 
of the reports in question; but we doubt whether they 
will contribute very much explanation of the kind we 
look for. Sir Beauchamp Seymour says in his despatch 
after the bombardment: ‘It is quite impossible for me 
to account for the very small loss sustained by Her 
Majesty’s ships on this occasion, considering the amount 
of shot and shell which struck them, and the injuries 
inflicted on the hulls of the Sultan, Superb, and Alez- 
andra, and in a lesser degree on those of the Invinei- 
ble, Penelope, and Inflezible.’ It seems only too probable 
that what was inexplainable by the Admiral when 
sending his despatch will continue to remain so after 
the fullest inquiry has been made. 

_ “But, for all that, there are just one or two suggest- 
ions which seem to throw light upon the subject. In 
all our experiments upon armor plates 1n determining 
their powers of resistance to projectiles, we have never 
sufficiently determined the modifying effect of firing at 
au oblique angle. Although a chilled protectile may 
penetrate a thick armor-plate when fired in a direction 
perpendicular to the surface of the iron, yet, at an 
angle of say sixty degrees, it is doubtful if it would do 
very much mischicf. And what proportion of the shot 
and shell firea from the Alexandria fortifications did 
strike the ships perpendicularly? That none of the 
heavy projectiles struck the armor in that direction 
is evident by the present condition of the ships; while 
in regard to the unarmored parts, it matters little how 
they are struck, as in any case they would be sure to 
The results of this bombardment seem to 


this paper, that popular expectation respecting the de- 
structive effects of modern orduance in an engagement 
had been overestimated, by reason of this very omis- 
sion of making an allowance for the large proportion of 
projectiles which would strike obliquely. a ag 
‘*Summing up the case briefly, it would appear that 
the Egyptian fire was not well aimed, or it would have 
struck the unarmored ships; that the unarmored ships 
were ably handled, or even the worst-directed fire must 
have struck them and sent them to the bottom. Hence, 
then, it is not prudent to employ unarmored ships in 
any way on bombardment service when the ordnance 
opposed are anything but popguns. Further, while it 
is very plucky on the part of any commander to run in 
close and engage a fort armed with 18-ton guns, while 
his own ship is only a mere cockle-shell, armed with 
small guns, and although ‘all’s well that ends well,’ 
yet the criticism which declared an action to be mag- 
nificent but not war is equally applicable in this case. 
Whether the comparatively smal! damage suffered by 
our ironclads, considering the large number of projec- 
tiles which struck them, is due to mere chance or to the 
fact that armored protection is more efficient than com- 
monly supposed, owing tothe chances of oblique im- 
pact, 18 a question which we would like to have deter- 
mined by experiment; but at present we are inclined to 
accept the latterexplanation. That armor does protect 
life and limb against shell fire is abundantly demonstra- 
ted, despite the growth of modern ordnance, and in that 
respect the object of its first use has been attained, al- 
though at a greater cost and with larger thicknesses than 
were dreamt of at that time. Also, the increased use 
of machinery on board ship makes naval warfare less 
destructive to life, as smaller crews than formerly are 
now possible. Finally, we are well warranted in con- 
cluding that whatever be the ships or the guns which 
science may devise, the British Islands are as capable 
as ever of supplying seamen to man and handle them 
such as are not to be matched elsewhere.” 





Some further experiments by the Naval Explosives 
Committee were carried out at Chatham, reccntly, 
to ascertain whether any conclusion could be arrived at 
as to the explosion which caused the loss of the Doterel. 
Some exerotine siccative and a can of gunpowder were 
placed on board the Builljinch, and the siccative was 
exploded. It set fire to the ship, but did not explode 
the powder. The committee are therefore of the opin- 
ion that the Doterel disaster was not caused by the 
siccative exploding. 

In the action at Kassassin Lock the British infantry 
fell short of ammunitiov, as they did at Isandhlwano 
and Maiwand, but fortunately were saved from corre- 
sponding disaster. 

Tere are 18 army corps in France, and a 19th army 
corps in Algeria; but now that the French have deter- 
mined tu remain in Tunis, the 19th corps is to be called 
the Army of Africa. The expense which will result 
from this additional force is set down at something un- 
der $5,000,000. The French coun: upon being able to 
hold North Africa, from the Gulf of Gabes to the Gulf 
of Oran, with 80,000 men. This force, or a portion of 
it, has yet to be raised. 

Private letters from Egypt state that the non-com- 
missioned officers and men of the British Household 
Cavalry stood the climate admirably. 

Tue Eastern Telegraph Company are realising by the 
war in Egypt a daily revenue of £6,000. This nice lht- 
tle income is derived exclusively from the despatches— 
official and press—sent from the headquarters of the 
army on the canal and from Alexandria. Until the 
outbreak of the war there was no direct telegraphic 
communication between Port Said and Alexandria; the 
line of communication being via Suez and Cairo. The 
Eastern laid a cable from Alexandria to Port Said. It 
cost £24,000, and this sum was paid off by the revenue 
of four days. The sing!e cable is now proved to be to- 
tally inadequate to the demands of the situation. 

Tue trial of the artillery of the Italian ironclad Dan. 
dolo is stated to have been a complete success. The 
towers revolved in 40 seconds. The cannons were fired 
witha charge of 160 kilogrammes, others with 220 kil- 
ogrammes, and finally two cannons at the same moment 
with each a charge of 230 kilogrammes. 

A Commission, which has been considering the re- 
quirements of the Swedish navy, has advised the gov- 
ernment not to build ironclads of an expensive type, 
but has recommended a scheme by which the country, 
with an expenditure of about £100,000 a year, will at 
the end of fifteen years possess eight ironclad vessels of 
the second-class, somewhat of the Z’hunderer type, 
twenty large and fourteen small torpedo boats, besides 
ten ironclad gunboats. 

A MONUMENT has been erected at Balaklava to the 
memory of the Piedmontese soldiers who fell in the 
struggle, and was formally “inaugurated” the other 
day, in the presence of the Russian authorities and the 
foreign residents, by discharges of artillery and mus- 
ketry. Mass, celebrated by a Catholic priest, was then 
performed, and a banquet to the Italian deputation fol- 
lowed. The whole proceedings were marked by great 
enthusiasm. 

Watt the cost of living has increased of late years 
by leaps and bounds, the pay of British naval officers 
and of officers cf the Royal Marines has remained sta- 
tionary. The consequence is that most officers live in a 
chronic state of impecuniosity. 

Rear-ApMiIrAL Tombazi, of the Greek Navy, is 
about to visit England, accompanied by several other 
Greek naval officers of high rank. These officers form 
a select committee, and are to study the art of Naval 
Construction. 

TRAVELLING prison suits are to be supplied to each 
British naval vessel, for use in conveying prisoners to 
jail. 
, Tue Anglo-Brazilian Times, of Aug. 9, says: ‘‘Later 





advices say that the Ohilian force at Concepcion, con 


sisting of four officers and 75 men during the recent re- 
vival of hostilities between the Chilians and Peruvians, 
defended themselves for three days before their total 
destruction, and killed 400 Peruvians.” 

Four old shells fired at the siege of Sebastopol ex- 
ploded recently in that town on being tampered with, 
and an iron shot brought up from the Mary Rose, which 
had lain 200 years under water, was so finely honey- 
combed by the sea wuter, and presented metal in so fine 
a state of division to the action of the air, that, to the 
horror of the finder, the she!l gradually steamed fiercely, 
and became intensely hot. 

THE anniversary of the fall of Sedan was celebrated 
in al) parts of Germany, and especially in the provinces, 
much more generally and with much more enthusiasm 
than usual. Around Sedan, in 1870, a series of despe- 
rate conflicts took place on Aug. 29, 30, and 31, between 
the French army of the North, under Marshal Mac- 
Mahon (about 150,000 men), and the greater part of the 
three German armies, under the King and Crown Prince 
of Prussia (about 250,000 men). About 25,000 French 
prisoners were taken in the final battle, and 83,000 
afterwards surrendered, together with 70 mitrailleuses, 
400 field pieces, and 150 fortress guns. About 14,000 
French wounded were found lying in the neighbor- 
hocd, and about 3,000 escaped into Belgium and laid 
down their arms. 

By an addition just made to the British Medical Re- 
gulations it is enjoined that medical officers should be 
careful to notice, both in their weekly and annual re- 
turns, all cases of death by suicide and of injuries self- 
inflicted with suicidal intent, the supposed motive or 
presumed motive being in each case given, as well as 
the mode of suicide or method by which the injuries 
were inflicted. Beyond this it is laid down that in 
every instance of attempted suicide full particulars re- 
garding the soldier should be given, and that the result 
of the case, whether by ‘discharge to duty,” “in- 
validing,” ‘‘discharge from the service,” or ‘‘reniaining 
in hospital,” should be stated in the returns. 

THe production of the various Russian arsenals and 

gun factories during the year 1880 was, according to 
Hingineering, as follows: The gun factory of Toula 
turned out 135,000 infantry rifles and 15,000 cavalry car- 
bines. That of Sestroretzk 120,000 rifles and 5,000 Cos- 
sack carbines. The Tjer workshops supplied 130,000 
rifles, 5,000 Cossack carbines, and 125,000 gun barrels. 
The private factory at Zlatwost furnished 15,833 
swords, and 25,000 gun-barrels and actions were pur- 
chased from the Oboukbov Steel Works. The arsenal 
at St. Petersburg completed 150 short bronze 24- 
pounder guns, and supplied the breech-blocks for 485 
steel guns which were manufactured at the Obonkhov 
works; fifty 6-inch bronze mortars were constructed at 
Birausk. The different arsenals also delivered 270 
iron field gun carriages and whee's, 648 iron limbers, 
with wheels and ammunition boxes, 378 ammunition 
wagons, 20 siege gun carriages, together with a large 
quantity of wheels aad extra fittings; 200,500 tons of 
powder were produced at the factories of Okhta, Chest- 
ka and Kazan; 151 millions of cartridges, a large quan- 
tity of caps, etc., were completed at St. Petersburg ; 
aud the rocket factory at Nicolaiev turned out about 
5,000 rockets of various kinds. 
In New South Wales there are three batteries of local 
artillery upon an organization precisely similar to that 
of the Royal regiment. ‘This corps was raised under 
a statute of the Colonial Legislature, known as ‘‘The 
Naval and Military Forces Act of 1871.” 


Tue defences of Melbourne are to be pushed forward 
as rapidly as possible. Two gunbvats and two torpedo- 
boats are to be ordered from England at once. A per- 
manent artillery corps is to be enrolled, and Parliament 
will be invited to sanction the establishment of a volun- 
teer militia. The Assembly had voted £100,000 for 
defence purposes. 

LD’ ltalia Militare, of Aug. 25, reports that ‘‘ Major 
Spolatzoff has brought from Merv some horses of the 
Argomaki breed, which are admirably adapted for cav- 
alry purposes. They are more like antelopes than any 
other animal; the neck is smooth, without any mane ; 
the head large, the back long and high, the shoulders 
beautiful, and the legs strong; tail long, with tittle 
hair. These horses are extraordinarily enduring of 
fatigue; they do not warm to their work until after the 
first six or ten miles, when they will gallop immense 
distances without needing food or water, even in great 
heat. They do not trot, and can scarcely be taught the 
ace. One of the horses brought by Major Spolatz- 
off travelled 356 miies in 96 hours, divided into four 
stages of 24 hours each; and after 24 hours’ rest, re- 
turned the same distance, without being at all the worse 
for the journey.” 

Nature reminds its readers that the British were not 
the first to bring balloons with them to Egypt for pur- 
poses of war. They were certainly taken out by the 
French army in 1794. Bonaparte was unable to use 
them, however, as the apparatus for the preparation of 
the hydrogen gas was destroyed when Nelson anni- 
hilated the French fleet at Aboukir. These balloons 
were very small, having a capacity of only 520 cubic 
metres. They were made of silk, and were inflated 
with hydrogen made by causing steam to act on iron 
filings. 

Tue Naval Brigade landed at Ismailia is, properly 
speaking, a machine gun battery of four guns, each gun 
being manned by twenty-five seamen, to drag it on the 
line of march and work it in action. It is a well known 
fact that, prior to leaving England, Sir Garnet Wolse 
ley expressed his regret at not being supplied with ma- 
chine guns of rifle calibre, and at his inability to de- 
mand a supply of these rapid firing arms. Sir Garnet 
Wolseley, however, expressed it as his determinatiun to 
utilise the Gatling guns belonging to the Navy, having 
for years past entertained a very high opinion of the 
value of this arm in the field, as explained by him in 
** The Soldier’s;Pocket-book.”
